WESTERN FALL SHOOTING. 


(Oontinned from page SKI.) 

Our friend B. and myself are very comfortably ensconced in the inviting 
country Uvem. We have had our initiative day among the pinnated 
grouse, which I have described, together with our dogs, guns and equip¬ 


ments, and now, dear reader, if you feel sufficiently interested to follow u.s 
through our campaign I will endeavor to take a hunt among all our game 
found and in their prime, in the fading months, for it is Octoljer. We will 
And plenty of quail, some woodcock, a good supply of ruffed grouse ; will 
take a day up along the spring branch and i)ick up a stray snipe, and will 
be sure to. see a brace of teal, may be a brood of wood ducks. We will stir 
up the hare nestling in its hidden form, and, going on to the prairie, we 
will see the sand hill crane and its festive dance, also the Canada goose 
feeding on some favorite piece of winter wheat. We have a plan for them 
which we shall put to the test. Do not think that we will meet with suc¬ 
cess at every sally, but you will find where we do And our game, for to 
what sportsman is the place not stored in memory where he has flushed a 
beautiful bevy of qi'ail. How vividly he recollects the attitude of tl e dogs. 
How the noise of their wings whirrs through his memory. How well he 
remembers the hillside covert in which they sought safety, only to meet 
certain death in the hour the sportsman delightfully spends, flushing the 
birds singly, and at each rise growing more interesting and exciting, and 
should he be hunting over the same ground in after years will hear him say 
to his companion;: “ Come, let us visit that small stubble yonder, I never 
failed to find birds there." You will say he is attached to the place, and 
good reasoning it stands, where birds arc oftenest found there will be their 
principal haunts. 

Our toilettes arranged and breakfast attended we step out on the rustic 
verandah, and behold the morning sun just scattering its ^bright rays 
athwart the cloudless skies. "A fine day for a quail trami)," says B., in a 
sort of pleading way, as if to observe the effect, and he was not disappoint¬ 
ed in his expectations, for his words expressed every sentiment exactly, 
and w have such a stock of shells wadded with number nines, that if we 
should have the chance of shooting them ail at game we would surely 
derive some sport. We are soon passing over the distance between us and 
our shooting ground, the crisp morning air causing our spirits to rise with 
grand anticipations as we near the place. "Here we are ! See the buck¬ 
wheat stubbles along that strip of woods and laying along the ravine, sure 
of birds,* says B. Grouse and Prince bounded out and soon we are at the 
further aide of the stubble and no birds. "Guess the birds have not moved 
round much et. It is pretty early," to mo. Better luck in the next, I hope, 
and we move on, the dogs crossing at a good distance in front of us and 
nosing every inch of ground. Our sport is for a great part admiring the 
dogs, their'graceful movements, turning quick at every gesture from their 
master. But see. Prince is on a point. Anxiously we walk up, but no 
birds, they have run and Grouse is nosing his way up to them. Sagacious 
he, they cannot esdapb him.- Soon they are brought to a stand and coming 
up, we flush a fine bevey of quail, and to the four shar|» reports three of 
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the mottled beautlea tumble to the earth. They are retrieved and we move 
on, first having marked the quail in a thicket. It will be useless to follow 
them at once as the dogs cannot get the scent, besides we want to drive all 
we can into cover to insure good shooting in the middle of the day. We 
soon find other bevies and have a nice number of birds marked for the days 
sport; it is about time to commence hunting them, and we turn our atten¬ 
tion to the covers. Here is our marksmanship tested, as every little Bob 
White whirrs up behind some intervening bush, the only chance of bagging 
him being as he crosses that open spot in the bushes, and you must be 
quick and sure enough of aim to rip him off in the height of his flight. 

At noon we discuss a charming cold luncheon to the best of our ability, 
and arise from the cool shade greatly refreshed with the rest and cool 
draught from the spring which we enjoy. Again on the move we direct 
our course to a famous ruffed grotise copse, in anticipation of some fine 
shooting. Kot having killed a ruffed grouse in a year for myself, I feel 
rather uncertain, but a few minutes will decide, for we shall certainly have 
a chance to try our skill. 

An inviting hillside in the western country, with no beech nuts, but the 
sbumack bush Instead, equally inviting to the ruffled grouse. In these 
shumack and poplar groves I have found them when not to be found any 
where else. Small growth oak thickets I find a good place, although pres 
enting obstacles often in the line of aim. But when they have been left 
undisturbed to breed in profusion, only destroyed by foxes and the like, 
here in the heavy forest they will be met at every few steps. B. skirts the 
outer edge of a considerable piece of poplar, interspersed with shumack, 
while I, with the two setters, enter the brush. Beating along, the dogs 
ranging close and working slow the while, I cannot see the dogs now, nor 
do I see that grouse that I hear whizz out to my right, but I holloa, "mark 
bird,” to B., and am answered that it struck in the edge of the poplars— 
which are only a few feet high—a few rods ahead of him, saying be would 
give his attention to that place. Just as I am indulpng in the probability 
of bagging one bird at least 1 am surprised at stumbling upon Prince in full 
point. I do not hear old Grouse and conclude be must also be standing, 
and that I am in a “nest of them.” There is a bunch of very thick oak 
sprouts all about me, thickl / leaved, even after the frosts, as is the nature 
of the brush. Making a move to place myself in an open sight I start the 
birds, and of three or four that shot, rocket like, from the boshes, 1 manage 
to tumble out a brace. Kot a double shot, because they did not rise at the 
same moment. While busy replacing shells I hear the peculia^cluck of 
others well known to those who have hunted them, and now there must be 
more. Kotifying B. to be on the lookout for all right handers, I steu to 
retrieve my dead birds, leaving the dogs on their point. A game old cock 
flushes and makes down the edge of the copse only to be cut down in his 
swift course by the number eights from B’s gun, as 1 see the swift flight 
of the beautiful bird over the tops of bushes, the puff of white smoke then 
hear the sharp report and see the feathers cut loose, the limp body plunge 
into the leafy brush tops, his vigorous life cut off as the snu^g of a 
candle, I cannot help exclaim, "well done, B., that was a splendid shot, at 
least 46 yards.” A gentle warning says look out for more birds, and on the 
lookout I push through the underbrush, every now and then rewarded with 
a shot, as good aS I could expect, and at the end of an hours tramp 
we merge from the opposite end of the grove, and seating ourselves on the 
grass we compare bags. B. has bagged six grouse and three hares, while 
my bag of grouse falls short of bis by one. Our wagon soon drives up, the 
game is assorted and counted, and gives for the day’s tramp thirty-two quail, 
eleven ruffed grouse, three hare, 46 head in all for two guns, a medium day, 
but full of sport. With the first evening star we are at the village, fully de¬ 
cided on giving the morrow to a generai tramp up the stream, where bog 
and slough, willow and oak, prairie and bottom mingle in charming near¬ 
ness. 

With an early start we are landed on the bank of the stream. We will 
follow up the stream, taking care to take every advantage of the numerous 
bends so as to come unawares to the side of the stream, instead of fol¬ 
lowing its course, and if any wood duck or teal should be lying in the 
water they could be covered with our guns. A flock of seven wood 
ducks take B. by surprise, rising from under the very muzzle of bis gun as 
he comes up to the bank after walking around a bend of the stream; they 
bunch together and start off, when B. quickly fires both barrels and gets 
two birds to the first and one to the second shot. His first two fell on his 
side of the creek, in the soft grass, and picking up the first be is perfectly 
charmed at the beauty of its plumage. The bird is not yet dead, being 
wounded, and he raises and lowers his beautiful crest as his rage increases 
or becomes calmer; B. wisely decides in making him a victim of the taxi¬ 
dermists art, and selecting the choicest female of the other two he lays 
them carefully away in the wagon, and a few days ago his taxidermist re¬ 
turned them, mounted in exquisite style. B., as a true sportsman, present¬ 


ed them to yours truly, and long shall they occupy a prominent place in 
my collection, and also in my memory as a delightful memory of my most 
charming excursion for years. 

The middle of the day was fully occupied in working up the marshes and 
bogs for woodcock and snipe. The latter we found few, but of woodcock 
we had fine sport. During the day I essayed a large'com field and had the 
pleasure of securing a half dozen fine grouse. This was one of our pleas¬ 
antest days, securing four brace of woodcock, five brace snipe, three brace 
pinnated grouse, three wood ducks, nine teal, one mallard one brace of 
ruffed grouse. 

In my next and last 1 will give you an account of our score and our 
grand day with a rifle among wild geese and sand hill cranes,

SPORTING MATTERS AT SOUTH BEND. 


SoCTH ^KND, IsD., Jan. 9. 

Dear 5»>.—South Bend is wide awake on the subject of honorable sport, 
and during my visit here I have picked up a few items which may be of in¬ 
terest to the readers of the Field. 

On Wednesday, January 6, the Union Shooting Club, held their second 
annual meeting and elected the following officers for 1876 : H. Busby, 
President; E. P. Stanfield, Vice President; Col. A. B. Wade, Secretary ; 
James Camper, Treasurer -, Jacob Btrayer, H. Blowney and E. L. Abbott, 
Directors. 

The club have an elegant club room, well furnished with all the con¬ 
veniences, and the organization is in a healthy condition in every sensr of 
the word. Having over twenty first class members, among whom are some 
crack shots, and a full treasury, why should “the boys" be unhappy ? 
One good thing noticeable in the management of this club-they hold ivetkly 
meetings and compel attendance or fine the offender. This club has 
done, and is still doing, much for the protection of the game in Indiana, 
and what State stands more in need of it 1 They have appointed a com¬ 
mittee to wait upon the Legislature of the State, now in session at Indian¬ 
apolis, and urge upon the members the necessity of more stringent game 
laws, and to advocate the passage of a bill which they have prepared, 
having for its object such a laudable end. The bill protects wood-cock 
from January 1 to July 4, and in this respect is just about Uu thing, as, at 
present, this game bird is indeed an Ishmaelite in Hoosierdom, being to¬ 
tally unprotected by law. 

Among the many good effects of the enterprise of Union Shooting Club 
of South Bend, may be noted the lively interest evinced by the sportsmen 
of the neighboring towns in the organization of local clubs, and the very 
general desire to elevate and uniform the tone of sporting society. 

A new club was organized last Monday evening at Kiles, Michigan, un¬ 
der favorable auspices, and is intended to co-operate with^the Union Club 
in the enforcement of the game laws, and the punishment of those who 
take advantage of their proximity to the State lines to violate the laws of 
one and then "skip over" into their own State. A new club is also to be 
organized at Elkhart, Ind., during the coming month. Prominent among 
the originators are V. Voisnett and D. A. Danforth, of that city. 

Arrangements are now being made by the Union Shooting Club to call a 
convention of the sportsmen of the State for the purpose of organizing a 
State Association, and, if we may judge from the tone of the sportsmen 
generally throughout the State, the movement is likely to prove popular 
and, of course, will be a success. The convention will probably be called 
to meet early in the spring. This is a movement which I trust the Field will 
advocate and agitate among the sportsmen of Indiana, until they “come 
to the scratch” and organize for self protection. The Union Club has a 
lease of the South Bend Driving Pork, and every facility for carrying on 
successfully a shooting tournament second to none, and to show that they 
feel able to "hold their own” at the trap with ordinary people, they are 
willing to match ten of their members against the same num^r from any 
club in the state, "home and home match.” 

The old fair grounds near the city have recently been purchsed by the 
South Bend Driving Park Association, a stock company, and it is the pur¬ 
pose of the Association to . hold a June meeting this year, at which the 
purses will probably aggregate fifteen thousand dollars. This it is 
thought will be euffleientiy attrative tto bring together some of the 
best horses in the country. Eli Wade is one the leading horsemen 
interested. South Bend boaets of several fast horses and any number 
of fine roadsters and matched teams. Ira M. Nye owns a one third inter¬ 
est in Mambrino Gift with a record of 3^, while Henry Wheeler’s Gray 
Ira is doing some fine work: J. M. Studebaker, one of the largest stock- 
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holders in the Driving Park Assoctatiun, probably owns the finest matched 
team in town, and they trot together in less than three minutes. 

Not to be forgotten among the institutions of South Bend, is the gun 
store of J. W. Camper & Co., who do a large business acnually in guns, 
of which theylhave an elegant assortment. This house is now doing quite 
a wholesale business in this State, Michigan and Uiinois, and, when I heard 
their rr/ai7.prices on guns of the finest workmanship, I could not doubt 
their ability to successfuliy compete with more pretentious establish¬ 
ments. 

While in South Bend one naturally stops at the St Joseph Ilotel, kept by 
our /rlend Galloway, a gentleman and a genuine sportsman, and, having 
made the grand rounds of the city, not forgetting the water works of 
which the citizens are justiy proud, and partaking of a substantial dinner 
at the St. Joe, 1 stepped aboard the train and am now enroutt for the Sunny 
South, of which more hereafter. Rambler. 


THE FIELD ENDORSED. 


Dear Sir. — The position taken by the Field in regard to the duties of 
Sportsmen’s Associations ought to come home to every true lover of field 
sports who is not so thoroughly wedded to trap shooting as to be indiffer¬ 
ent to anything else. Well and pertinently may you ask “what has the 
Illinois State Sportsmen’s Association done and the response is about 
this; bought and presented a gold medal to the mostf successful trap shot! 
Organized and passed some good resolutions't! How many has it carried 
out * It is to be hoped that it will make itself Celt Jhis winter in the Legis¬ 
lature of the State, and if it has had a nominal existence for the past six 
months, that the balance of the year will show an increasing activity. 
The writer was present at the first meeting and noticed with regret, that 
by far the largest number of members present devoted their entire atten¬ 
tion to the trap, to the exclusion of nearly everything else. The “Gun 
Trial" outside of the judges and a few interested contestanants, was 
scarcely noticed. Numbers of the dogs brought for exhibition were tied 
up in the mud'and Just where chance offered, and barring an occasional 
kick when in the way of some by-standers were noticed about as much as 
would have been so many drag horses, so entirely did trap shooting ab¬ 
sorb everything else, and Ike writer left thinking if the only object of a 
State organization was to meet, have a good time and see who coul i kill 
the most birds from a trap, that the fewer State Associations there were 
(he better. But if good comes in the end let us say “better late than 
never.” Some months since the Hannibal Shooting Club decided to issue 
u circular letter to the clubs, and prominent sportsmen throughout the State 
of Missouri, requesting their views about tbe feasibility of a State Asso¬ 
ciation, but as they looked in vain to see the good accomplished by the As¬ 
sociation of a sister State, the letter was never issued. Recently however, 
the St. Louis club have issued a call for a convention and named time and 
place 'without consulting (so far as I know) with any of the other clubs in 
the State. And to the Hannibal Club, (the oldest in the State,) have not 
even sent a circular. It is to be hoped, however, that a sufficient number 
of tbe Sportsmen will meet at Jefferson on tbe 12tb, to form the basis of a 
sound organization. The delegates from St. Louis are good men, and I 
trust will labor to make the thing a success. It is pretty safe to conclude 
that trap shooting will cut a small figure in the programme unless tbe 
weather is much milder than at present. 

Go on in the good work you have instigated and if the offieers of tbe 
dissociations don’t do their duty, tell them so to their faces. Di U vtroe ef- 
f router a it diavoto. A necessity for uniform game laws is very apparent, 
when the laws of Missouri alloji' quail to be killed a month later than does 
the law of Illinois, and it is to be devoutly hoped that when the National 
Convention meets, it will do more than its most ardent friends anticipate. 

The shooting about Hannibal has been only fair this fall; ducks have* 
not been here in their usual numbers ; partly in consequence of lack of 
water, and but little mast. The best of the shooting was early in the sea¬ 
son on Teal and Wood duck, but few Mallards were killed. The quail 
shooting hardly fulfilled the expectations of the sportsmen. Extremely 
dry weather made it difficult for the dogs to find birds, a complaint that 
has come from many quarters. A few wild turkeys have been killed but 
not the usual number. 

Entertainments during tbe holidays were plenty, mostly being amateur. 
Heltssia Breslau however, filled a week’s engagement here. Her superior, I 
don’t think ever appeared behind tbe foot light at Hannibal, her rendition 
of East Lynne was particularly fine, and although she played to poor 
bouses she seemed to make the same efforts to please that she would have 
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done had tbe house been crowded. She left an excellent impression and 
should she again appear before a Hannibal audience, she wdll no doubt be 
greeted with good patronage. Herbert.

CALL KOR A STATE ASSOCIATION. 


Montoombky, Ala., Jan. 5.—To the Editor op The Field. Dear Sir.

Montoomery, Ala., August 27, 1874. 

At a meeting of the Montgomery Shooting Club, held as above, the

1. That the Committee on Laws be instructed to correspond 
with all sportsmen’s organizations in our State, requesting them to commu¬ 
nicate with us in reference to the formation of a State Simrtsmen’s Asso¬ 
ciation. 

2. That a copy of these resolutions be furnished the city papers, with a 
request that they publish the same, and also requesting all papers through¬ 
out the State favorable to tbe protecting of biitls to copy the same.

Ohio Gam* Law. —The new game law of Ohio declares it unlawful "for 
any person, in any place, to catch, kill or injure, or to pursue with intent, 
any quail, Virginia partridge, or any wild turkey, between the first day of 
January and the fifteenth of October, inclusive; or any ruffed grouse or 
pheasant, pinnated grouse or prairie chicken, blue winged teal, mallard or 
wood duck, wild goose or brant, at any time between the first day of Jan¬ 
uary and the first day of September; or catch, kill or injure, or to pursue 
with such Intent on the land of another, between the first day of January 
and the first day of October any wild rabbit or hare.” 

A fine of from two to twenty-five dollars la the penalty for violating this 
section, or the court may sentence the offender to the county jail not more 
than t,wenty days.

The extent of the collection, assortment and sale of the skeletons of de¬ 
funct buffaloes on the plains Is surprising. During the season hundreds 
of men engage in the business and an the stations on the KansasPMiflc and 
Atchison, Topeka & Santo Fe railroads have bone-middlemen, so called, who 
make good profits by buying and shipping the pickings of the pickers. 
The skeletons are, of course, plentifully scattered over the plains, and 
parties of half a dozen, or dozen, or more, with wagons, go in waKh of 
them and bring them into the stations for shipment. It is said that nnca 
the first of last month from ton to twenty tons of buffalo bones have been 
shipped over the above-named lines every day. 

'The bones are worth, delivered at the railway station, an avemge of |5 a 
ton The bulk of them is sold for fertilizingpurposes in the soil-enfeebled 
districts of the Eastern andMiddle States, Philadelphia being the princi¬ 
pal point of consignment. Certain portion of the buffalo skeleton, how¬ 
ever, are adapted to nobler uses than the inv^ratlon of worn-out earth, 
and are sold at a handsome price to the manufacturer of buttons, combs 
and knife handles. At almost every railroad depot are groat piles of these 
queer remains of the bounding bison awaiting shipment; and the varia- 
UooB of the value of lx>neB are of more iotereat to the people than the flue* 
tuatlons of the grain market. In assorting for market strange discover¬ 
ies are sometimes made. It is no uncommon thing, for Instance, to find 
Indian skulls, legs and arms; and in some Instance^he skulls and verta- 
bne of women and children have been picked up. These latter are usually 

tossed aside In a rude sort of reverence for the helpless Md inn^nt; but 

no such respect is paid to the bones of the Indian. An Indian skull is swd 
to be worth a dollar and a quarter for combs, and the Indian thigh makes 
knife handles that are beaumul to behold. ^ 

MERCIIiBSS BPTCBERT. 

Hide hunters along the Kansas Pacific are even more numerous tha^he 
bone pickers, and their trade is much more exciting and hazardous. They 
usually follow in the wake of buflalo hunting expeditions and roving bantto 
of Indian "meat jerkers.” The Indians who kill buffalo take only a small 
portion of the animal, and the white men who slay them only for sport 
rarely touch them with a knife; so that the hide hunter who goes after is 
usually sure of his spoil, as the hide remains in good ori^ for removal 
nearly a week after the killing, if the wolves keep away. When hides are 
not to be had fast enough or wth personal safety in this way, the Ude hun¬ 
ters project little raids of their own out into the buffalo ranges, killing the 
animals simply for their hides, and leaving the meat t^ecay, or selling it 
at a nominal rate to accompanying parties of dealers. The hides are tanned 
and dressed by a much more rapid, but less perfect and effective P^«fe 
than that followed by the Indians, and only the hides of animals killed in 

cold weather make really valuable robes._' 

In a little more than three months over 50,000 of these hides were shl^ 
ped from the stations on the western division of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Banta Fe Railroad, and it is estimated that the shipments for this year oyer 
that road and the Kansas Pacific will aggregate 126,000. As each mde 
represents a slain buffalo, these figures convey a^air, though not a full 
idea of the magnificent butchery which has been going on among these 
“monarchs of the plains.” The hides, after being dressed, and rolled up in 
as small a compass as possible, and shipp'd to the laree Eastern cities, 
where they are subjects to a process of recleaniiig and drying, and put into 
the market for sale. The ori^nal purveyor of the hides gets about as 
much for them as the New England and New York'farmer receives for the 
hideqof his cattle; but the profit of the Eastern dealer, as can be seen at a 
glance, is considerable. Attempts have been made from time to time to 
convert the buflalo hide into leather, but without much success, and it prob¬ 
ably has no very great value except for use as a robe. 

BUFFALO MEAT. 

But of still greater importance than bone picking or fhide hunting Is the 
trade in buffalo meat. It has employed, during the last year or two, an 
amount of labor and capital that would seem Incredible to a person unac¬ 
quainted with the facts. The meat market opens in November, when the 
weather becomes cool enough for its transportation,fand continues until 
the 1st of April. During these five months as moch,aa 2,000,000'pounds 
are shipped from the station on the Kansas IViiflc to all parts of the coun¬ 
try. In the winter months a buffalo steak can be obtained as easily and al¬ 
most as cheaply In the butchers’ stalls of the leadl^ Northern cities as a 
beef steak or a mutton chop, and in Colorado and K a ns a s it is as common 
as antelope. When buffaloes are killed for the meat only the hams and 
shoulders are brought in, rad shipments are usually made In that shape, the 
hide nearly always being left on to the end of the journey. The leading 
markets for buffalo meat “in tbe(iough” are St Louis, Chicago and Indian¬ 
apolis, whence it is reshipped, in cleaner and morejartlstic condition, to 
cities of the seaboard. At Kansas City, ioo, large quantities are cured rad 
packed for Eastern use, and some succesafiu experiments have been made 
in shipping direct to New-York and Philadelphia in'refrigerator cars. The 
price in the towns along mldffie and eastern divlsiODS of the Kansas Pacific 
ranges from $60 to $80 per ton in bulk, and the local dealers^ retail it at 
six to eight cents per pound. The settlers adjacent to,the stamping ground 
of the buffalo procure meat enoui^ In a day’s hunting to last them urough 
the winter; and many a poor homesteadi r in the valley of the Ar ka n sa s has 
kept Uie wolf from the door on this article of diet alone for monthaat a 
time. The fleA of the buffalo is not such as gods would delight to f^ 
upon, nor would poets find it parttcnlarly conductive to the cultivation, of 
sweet and tender imagery. It is very nutritious, however.

RIFLE SHOOTING. 


The K. Y. Herald, in an article on the Kational Rifle Association and its 
prospects, says : 

“l^ey have brought to a close a very brilliant^ season and inaugurated 
a pastime that gives promise of attracting nearly'universal attention from 
the young men throughout the country. The merit of rifle shooting does 
not rest merely in the amusement it affords or the benefit derived from 
open air exercise, but in the fact that it is developing an army of marks¬ 
men that can lend an unerring eye and a steady hand when their country 
needs their assistance. During the past months a spirit of rivalry has 
^rung up between the members of the different members of the National 
Guard! and the result has been highly beneficial, as shown by the scores 
made oy their different teams on repeated occasions. Unfortunately, the 
movement on the part of the National Guardsmen to avail themselves of 
the chance to become perfect masters of the rifle has been confined to in¬ 
dividual members, instead of the regiment en masse. 

The N. Y. Board of Aldermen seeing the good already achieved by 
the National Rifle Association, have authorized the Board of Apportion¬ 
ment to appropriate $6,000 for their benefit, and, as it is understood that 
Mayor Vance is in favor of the donation, there is a probability of the 
Association having some funds to keep the range at a Creedmoor in proper 
repair. 

In deference to the wishes of the American team, among whom are several 
gentlemen who object to shooting for money. Major Leech has consider¬ 
ately agreed that the forthcoming match between the Irish and American 
teams shall be for a cup or badge and not for a money prize. The Leech 
cup will be made the prize for a grand shoot for the championship. The 
winner will be allowea to bold the cup for one year and then will have to 
return it to the Association, retaining a gold medal as a trophy of his vic¬ 
tory. The Leech cup will probably be shot for in the latter part of May. 
It will be open to competition of American citizens.” 

One of the most excellent and practical systems for practice shooting 
that we have beard of, is that about to be introduced at Creedmoor, as 
an off-hand mark. A deer or figure will be on a truck that will run on 
rails up and down an inclined plane. They have a deer as a mark at 
Wimbledon that is fixed on an eccentric, so that it gives a jump every few 
yards. Marksmen are allowed to shoot at it with a double-barrelled rifie, 
and are fined for every ball they put in the hind quarter.

ON THE CHOICE OF A DOG. 


How to choose a dog. We are not writing now for the cognoscenti, but 
for the uninitsated. The first thing you have to decide is: what sort of a 
dogf Pointer or setterf Supposing you have no predilection in favor of 
cither, there are several i-easons to influence you in your choice. If you 
only go out ocaasionally, don’t make a companion of your dog, and leave 
him to the care of others, a pointer is to be preferred; if otherwise, a set¬ 
ter; but the climate also has to be taken into consideration; pointers stand¬ 
ing heat better than setters, and vice versa. Having made your choice, 
the next thing Is to get your dog. We will now discuss the different ways 
of doing so. First you can buy a broken dog, in which case yon must go 
and see him perform in the field, both with and without a companion. 
Yon should see him out several times, so as to learn all his peculiarities, 
and watch carefully the manner in which bis breaker handles biro, also the 
words and signals he has been taught to obey. In this case pedigree Is not 
of so much consequence, for if the dog is well broken and suits you it is 
all you require. Don’t get a dog, however, well broken. He may seem 


to be, and really is, when handled by bis breaker, unless in bis second sea¬ 
son at least, for no matter what may be said and written, a dog is not 
broken in his first season. I mean in such a manner that he can be relied 
on after leaving his breaker's hands. If, in bis second season, a good dog, 
and well broken, you may expect to pay a good price, but you will have 
your money’s worth. Another way to get a dog is to buy a puppy and 
break it yourself, and this would be our advise, as we consider it by far 
the best plan. We shall not tell you, as so many do, that it is no trouble 
or very little for it is, but all it requires is a little time, trouble and patience, 
more particularly the last, but we can assure you, if you have never broken 
a dog, and are afraid to try. that it requires no art beyond what we have 
said, and F. Forrester’s book will give all necessary details. You will have 
to use self command for one season, and not go out to make large bags, be 
satisfied with a single bird out of a covey, instead of a right and left at 
first, also empty a second barrel at a wounded bird, and not let your dog 
hunt for a bird, unless you are sure it is dead, and when sure hunt for an 
hour before giving it up; but you will be more than recompensed for your 
self command the second season, and will make larger bags than you ever 
did before, besides having a dog that understands you, and that you under¬ 
stand far more thoroughly than any you could buy, broken by the beet 
breaker in the world. Here pedigree tells, and you must be careful when 
buying your puppy, otherwise, after all your trouble you may have a brute 
that is not worth powder and shot to kill it. Another plan is to buy a puppy 
and have it broken. In this case, if the breaker is a breeder, and has any 
puppies for sale, it would be advisable to buy one from him, provided 
that after seeing them, you find one to suit you, for it will be to his inter¬ 
est to turn him out such a dog as will do him credit and give you satisfac¬ 
tion, and he will not have the excuse that it was spoilt before coming into 
his hands, or that there is a flaw in his pedigree, either of which are l.able 
to prevent a dog from doing justice to his breaker. Now we come to the 
most general way o.' procuring a dog, viz : getting a pupi y from a friend, 
of course there are exceptions, but as a rule this is the worst way of all, 
whether you break him yourself, or have him broken by a breaker ; if the 
former, you may lose all your time, and perhaps be disgusted with the at- 
Bttempt at training in the bargain ; if the latter, supposing him returned 
as worthless, even charging you nothing for all his trouble, still there is 
his board, the time lost, the season comini^ on and no dog. Many think 
because a friend has a bitch that is a good performer in the fiield she is 
sure to throw fine puppies; this is not so, she may, and often does get 
lined by half a dozen different dogs, and again, although she may be kept 
up and care taken that but one has access to her, that one being also a good 
dog in the field it does not follow her puppies will turn out well, as the dog 
may be lacking in those very qualities that the bitch is also deficient in, 
the owner of the bitch not being very particular that those points in which 
the dam is lacking should be in preponderance in the sire, and very probobly 
has only hearsay evidence as to the good qualities of the dog that lines 
her. Here is where the great advantage of buying puppies from a breeder 
comes in, supposing be is a man that understands his business for be knows 
all the qualities of both sire and dam, and mates with great care and fore¬ 
thought and not by chance. A moral or two here in favor of bitches to 
those living in the country. A bitch may annoy you twice a year, three 
weeks at a time, during which time you keep her shut up. A dog is run¬ 
ning around the neighborhood (supposing you habitually leave him loose) 
three months at a time, twice a year, running the risk of being shot. 
Which is the least trouble, to keep a dog fastened 6 months, or a bitch 6 
weeks. She may come in heat just in the season you will say, perhaps 
she may, but that will only stop her for about a week, in reverse your dog 
may be shot and you not have him at all. We are not up bolding bitches 
In preference to dogs, but simply saying a word in their favor, as they are 
despised by so many sportsmen.

HORSE-BACK EXERCISE. 


Philosophically speaking, the world is a mirror, which reflects back to 
U8 the picture of the sub.stance we present to its surface, showing us the 
aspect of our own souls, either tranquil or troubled aS the case may be. 
A cheerful heart paints the world as it sees it, like a sunny landscape, 
the morbid mind depicts it like a sterile wilderness, and thus life, like the 
chameleon, takes its hues of light or shade from the soul upon which it 
rests. Ere we count ourselves uubappy, then, let us pause and look within, 
considering the spirit that actnates ns, and see whether we are not our¬ 
selves the moulders of our ill or good fortune, by the spirit in which we 
meet the varying chances and phases of life. One of the grand secrets of 
happiness in this world, is not to be too sensitive, but to accommodate our¬ 
selves to circumstances, not grumbling at every little mischance, but 
putting the best aspect upon everything. 

There is scarcely an evil in life that we cannot double by pondering 
upon it; a scratch will thus become a serious wound, and a slight illness 
not unfrequently ends in death, by the brooding apprehension of the sick. 
The fact is, more than half the ills we endure are imaginary; true, the 
same may be said of our pleasures, as most of our enjoyment consists in 
anticipation. Still it shows us how much happiness depends upon our] 
selves and upon the spirit in which we construe life. The reader may in¬ 
stance some bodily affliction he is laboring under, and moodiahly ask: 
“Is this an evil that is but the reflection of my own mind—would the 
Field say to me, ‘accommodate yourself to circumstances, and be 
happy ?'" Yea, even in your case, ye afflicted one, would we (strive to 
alleviate your pain by the sense in which we would have you construe its 
meanings. Bufferings are but the trials of valient spirits ; and, by looking 
at the matter in this light, you have conquered your troubles at the outset. 
Adversity overcome, is the brightest glory, and willingly endured, is the 
greatest virtue. 

It is well to exercise a little philosophy in these matters, when we remem¬ 
ber that the greatest human happiness is but a flower blooming upon 
thorns, so frail in texture that It hardly shows itself ere It withers away. 
Suspicion ahd moroseness are two cunning guides that will lead within the 


The stamina of constitution and vigor of body, so much superior in for¬ 
mer generations as compared with the present, was owing in a great degree 
to exercise on horse-back. Years ago it was almost the only means of 
land transportation, save on foot, for carriages and pleasure wagons have 
come into general use within the present century. Horse-back exercise for 
both sexes was general and common within the* memory of many now 
living, as it is now in parts of New England and other portions of our 
country, particularly the southern. It gives substance to the body, vigor 
to the mind, freshness to the countenance, cheerfulness to the spirits, and 
health to the viscera. In internal diseases it is too much neglected. Dys¬ 
pepsia, bilious complaints, consumption, have increased in latlo propor¬ 
tionate to the neglect of the saddle and pillion. Therefore, we say, let in¬ 
valids, particularly consumptives, discard drugs and buy saddle-horses, 
live out of doors in the genial sun and pure air, and so gain a new lease of 
life. 

And here, for the benefit of such as may wisely conclude to act upon 
our advice, let us advance a few hints which we think will be found val¬ 
uable : 

A person on horseback is either a most graceful or a most awkward 
object. A man may walk without much elegance, and still attract no par¬ 
ticular attention; but a bungling performance on horse-back makes the 
unhappy sufferer the butt for every beholder. One great secret in correct 
riding is to make the seat the centre of motion. The tyro shortens the 
stirrup straps, that he may support his weight upon them; he then throws 
the body forward, and each spring of the horse raises him clear from the 
saddle, propelling him forwa^ by a not very gentle application of horse 
power in the rear. Hia feet are the centre of motion, and he oscillates for¬ 
ward and backward like the piston rod of a steam engine ; and the reaction 
upon the horse adds greatly to his fatigue. While in this position, should 
the horse stop suddenly, or stumble badly, the rider goes on Independently 
and finds himself on the horse’s withers, neck, or over his head, aa the case 
may be. From the first, the rider should learn to hold himself firm in the 
seat, by grasping the sides of the horse with the thighs. Let them be a vice 
from which no plunge of the horse forward, upward, or sideway, can extri¬ 
cate him. Keep the body erect, or slightly inclining backward, the feet 
feeling the stirrup beneath, but not resting there to support the body. Let 
the toes be nearly parallel with the sides of the horse, or but slightly in¬ 
clined outward. The muscles of the body above the hips may be relaxed, 
to yield to the motion imparted by the animal. Keep the elbows by the 
sides, not constrained, but resting there naturally and easily. Never de¬ 
pend on the bridle to keep in place upon the saddle ; let that be done vrith 
the muscles of the thighs. This position will be tiresome at first, and the 
beginner should ride but a short distance at a time, until the muscles are 
accustomed to the use required of them. Horsemen differ as to the pro¬ 
priety of using one or both hands for the bridle. A horse properly trained 
can be easily guided with one hand. For this purpose, the reins should be 
drawn tight enough to feel the horse's mouth, then a slight turn of the hand 
to the right or left will be suffleient. An animal soon becomes acquainted 
with the peculiar manner of one who uses him frequently, and may be 
taught in a short time to turn at the increased pressure of the leg upon 
either side, and take a different gait at the mere touch of the bridle. When 
there la danger from stumbling, it is safer to ride with a loose rein ; the 
horse can recover himself much more readily if he may have command of 
his head and neck. He will also more easily discern and avoid obstruc¬ 
tions, if his head be left in its natural position. To bring a horse’s head 
and neck into a painful nosition by a standing martingale, is both cruel and 
dangerous ; he will fall upon a slight stumble. 


We take pleasure in noting the fact that two men from Milwaukee, who 
had been fishing in Swan Lake with a gill-net—the use of which or of sim¬ 
ilar contrivances is prohibited by Wisconsin statutes—were lately arrested 
and flned. The fact that they were ignorant of the law against such fish¬ 
ing served to influence Justice in their favor, but it is gratifying to know 
that the arrest was made, as it evinces a determination to stop such repre¬ 
hensible practices. 
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THE GOSPEL OF LEISUEE. 


To each time its own preacher, to each excess its own counteraction. In 
an age of dissipation, languor and stagnation, we should join with Mr. 
Carlyle in preaching the "Evangel of Work," and say with him,'•blessed 
is the'man who has found his work ; let him ask no other blessedness." 
In an age'of stenuous, frenzied, feverish, excessive and often utterly ina- 
tional and objectless exertion, we Join Mr. Mill in preaching the milder 
and more needed "Evangel of Leisure." We quote from Greg's Literary 
and social judgments; 

"The worth of work does not surely consist in its leading to other work, 
and so on to work upon work without end. On the contrary, the multipli¬ 
cation of work, for purposes not worth caring about, is one of the evils of 
our present condition. When justice and reason shall be the rule of hu¬ 
man affairs, one of the first things to which we may expect them to be ap¬ 
plied is the question, How many of the so-called luxuries, conveniences, 
refinements and ornaments of life are wertk the labor which must be un¬ 
dergone as the condition of producing them f The beautifying of exis¬ 
tence is as worthy and useful an object as the sustaining of it, but only a 
vitiated taste can see any such result in those fopperies of so-called civili¬ 
zation, which myriads oi/hands are now occupied and lives wasted in pro¬ 
viding. In opinion to the 'Gospel of Work,' I would assert the Gospel 
of Leisure, and maintain that human beings cannot rise to finer attributes 
of their nature compatibly with a life filled with labor. * * * To re¬ 
duce very greatly the quantity of work required to carry on existence, is as 
needful as to distribute it more equally: and the progress of science, and 
the increasing ascendency of justice and good sense, tend to this resmt." 


Illinois Stats Sportsmen’s Association. 


The semi-annual meeting of this organization was held at the Tremont 
House, in Chicago, Tuesday afternoon, the president, John V. LeMoyne, 
in the chair. Some twenty members were present, and the chief object 
of the meeting was to consider the following bill, reported by the Execu¬ 
tive Committee: 

Suction 1. It shall be unlawful for any person to hunt, or pursue, kill, 
or trap, net, or ensnare, destroy, or attempt to kill, trap, net, ensnare, or 
otherwise destroy, any wild buck, doe or fawn, wild turkey, prairie hen or 
chicken, ruffed grouse (commonly called partridge or pheasant), between 
the Ist day of January and the IStb of August in each and eveiy year; or 
any quail Mtween the 1st day of Januaiy and the Ist day of October; or 
any woodcock between Jan. 1 and July 1; or any wild goose, duck, snipe, 
brant, or other water fowl, between April 16 and Aug. 16. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person or corporation to buy, sell, 
or have in possession any of the animals, wild-fowl, or birds mentioned in 
Sec. 1 at any time when the killing, trapping, netting, ensnaring, or des¬ 
iring of such animals, wild fowl or birds shall be unlawful. 

8*c. 8. If any person or coipoiation violating any of the provisions of 
the two preceding sections shall forfeit and pay a fine of |16for each wild 
buck, doe, or fawn thus killed, trapped, netted, ensnared, or otherwise des¬ 
troyed, bought, sold, or bad in possession, and a fine of |16 for each wild 
turkey, prairie hen or chicken, ruffed grouse, pheasant, quail, woodcock, 
wild goose, duck, snipe, brandt, or other water.fowl thus killed, trapped, 
netted, epsnared, or otherwise destroyed, bought, sold, or had in possess¬ 
ion as aforesaid. 

Site. 4. No person shall at any time within this State kill, or attemptto 
kill, trap, net, ensnare, or destroy any robin, bluebird, swallow, martin, 
musoueto-hawk, whip-poor-will, cuckoo, woodpecker, cat-bird, brown- 
Ihrasner, red-bird, hanpng-biid, bluejay, finch, thrush, lark, cherry bird, 
yellow bird, oriole or bobolink, or rob or destroy the nest of such birds or 
any of them; and every person so offending shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
for each and every offence, to be sued for and recovered as provid^ 
for in Sec. 7 of this act. 

Skc. 5. No person shall at any time within this State, with a trap, or 
snare, or net, take, or attempt to take, snare, or take, any wild turhey, 
prairie chicken, Virginia partridge, pheasant, grouse or quail; and any 
person so offendiim shall forfeit and pay a fine of $6 for each and every 
offence, to be sued for and recovered as provided^n Sec. 7 of this act. 

Sec. 6 . It shall be unlawful for any person to destroy- or remove from 
the nest of any prairie chicken, grouse, or quail, wild turkey, goose, or 
brant, any eggs of such fowl or birds, or for ai y person to buy, sell or 
have In poMession. or traffic in such eggs, or wllfufiy destroy the nest of 
any such birds or fowls; penalty, $6. 

Sec. 7. All prosecutions and suits for violation of the provisions of this 
act shall be brought by any person in the name of the State of IHinois 
against any person or persons violating the same before any Jnstice of the 
Peace of the county fn which such violation is alleged to have taken place, 
or before any court of competent jurisdiction; one-Wf of the amount re¬ 
covered in any such suit shall go to the school treasury of the township in 
which this act shall have been violated, to be added to the school fund of 
said township, and the other half shall go to the complainant. 'The inter¬ 
est of the complainant in any fine so sued for shall not affect his compe¬ 
tency as a witness in any such suit. 

Sec. 8. All suits under this act shall be commenced -within one month 
from the time the offence was committed. 

The reading of the bill was followed by a brief discussion of its various 
provisions, and at the suggestion of Gen. Strong the first of May was sub¬ 


stituted for April 16th, as the commencement of the close season for 
snipe. Mr. W. F. MlUlken was chosen the representative to proceed to 
Springfield to secure the passage of the bill; to the support of which the 
Association pledged itself, and the Secretary was instructed to furnish all 
members copies thereof. 

There was a brief discussion on the subject of shooting snowbirds, 
which resulted in the Executive Committee being instructed not Interfere 
-with parties shooting them. 

It was voted that an agent be employed by the Asssociatlon duringthe first 
fifteen days preceding the close of the season to prosecute violaters of the 
Game law. 

On motion of Mr. R. Clarke, the Chair was authorized and instructed to 
appoint delegates to the Convention of the National Sportsmen's Associa¬ 
tion to be held at Cleveland next June. 

A communication from Mr. Luther B. Shinn, resigning his position as 
Secretary of the Association, was received and accepted, and Mr. G. W. 
Eglesion was elected to fill the vacancy. The Association then adjourned.

At the next general meeting ol the English Jockey Club the stewards will more 
as an addition to rule 84, "that in future no person who has been warned on New¬ 
market Heath for coirupt practices upon the turf, and nojorkey who hasjbeen 
suspended from ridi 'ng for a similar reason, shall be permitted to enter the stands, 
enclosures, saddling paddocks or weighing rooms at any meeting which is held un¬ 
der the rules of racing as established by the Jockey Club at Newmarket, so long 
as the sentence against him remains in force.” 

The Ban Francisco Chronicle^ of December 19, has the following account 
of an attempted fraud nipped in the bud:—“A pleasant afternoon and a 
lolly crowd at the Golden Gate half-mile track yesterday. A half-mile dash 
oetween Halstead's Bullet Neck and Stackpole's Red Oak for a puree of $1, 
000, had been advertised, and was the occasion of much heavy pool selling, 
at the rate of $100 for Bullet Neck to $25 to Red Oak. Messrs. Joseph 
Merritt, H. Stimson ans A. L. Hinds mounted the stnndjas judges and call¬ 
ed up the horses. At this point Mr. Dan Dennison, one of th^proprielor.s 
of the track, appeared on the stand and announced that, from facts that 
had come to his knowledge, be was satisfied that the results of the race had 
been prearranged; in other words, that it was a ‘job.’ He declined to have 
any such race to be run over his track, and declared the whole afl’nir off. 
The judges objected to this proceeding, and insisted that thetraces should 
go on. Mr. Dennison, who had honesty, public sentiment and the rules of 
the turf to sustain him, and withal considerable backbone on private ac¬ 
count, vaulted up the stairs boiling ovet^with virtiousjindignation, and in¬ 
vited the board to ateo down and out. The judges, being convinced from 
bis manner that he was terribly in arnest,iand not liking the nonchalant 
way in which he exhibited a vicious looking revolver, accepted the invita¬ 
tion, and in less time than it takes to write it Dennison .seemed like one 
who stood alone in a banquet ball. He then announced that he hud olTer- 
ed a purae for pacera, and that four boreea had entered, but left It to the 
option of the spectators to ace the race or have their money returned at the 
gate. The bystanders, who had* from.itbo first fgiven evidence of their 
hearty approval of Dennison's action, decided, unanimously to sec the 
pacers and the place soon resumed Its wonted calmness. This new dciiart- 
ure in the management of the track is amove in the right direction, ana the 
man who has made it deserves the moral and materim support of all true 
friends of the turf." 
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Fish and Fishing. 


We quote the following remuks on fish culture from the message of 
OoT. John L. Beveridge, of III., to the twenty-ninth Gleneral Assembly; 

"A number of our citizens are interested in fish culture, and in stocking 
our lakes and streams with the growth of other waters. This can be done 
at a very little expense, and furnish an abundance of cheap and healthful 
food. 

The United States has established a Fish Commission to advance fish 
culture, and this commission will supply eggs and fry of valuable fish, 
taken from the waters of other states, to be deposited In our rivers and 
lakes. Some of the States have commissions to aid in this work. 

I deem this matter of so much importance as to authorize some legisla¬ 
tion for receiving, distributing and depositing our quota of eggs and fry 
from the United States Commission, and for the culture and protection of 
fish in our waters.” 

It pldhses us to learn tbatnhe interests of the State Fish Cultural Associ¬ 
ation have been accorded considerable attention, and we are informed that 
their bill will receive legislative attention within twenty days. The quota 
of saimon from the U. S. Commissioners will soon be received. 

TRANSPARENT FISHES. 

The beauties of ocean life are perhaps as endless and astonishing as its 
grandeurs and terrors. What could be more fairy-like in real existence 
than the creatures here described by a correspondent in Wilmington Adver¬ 
tiser, who saw them in the aquarium at Nnplesf The gass-like animals 
which swim on the surface of the sea arc daily renewed when the weather 
permits; and at present there are some really lovely things of this kind to 
^ seen here which could nowhere else be exhibited, since the Naples Aqua- 
ium is the only one which can draw supplies from a warm sea. The Cen¬ 
tum Veneris is one of the moat striking of these transparent organisms, be¬ 
ing a band of perfectly glass-like consistency, nearly a yard In length, un¬ 
dulating like a snake, and slowly moving through the water by means of 
two rows of large vibrating fringes, which glisten with all the colors of the 
rainbow. Some of these are brought in nearly every day by fishermen, and 
hun^ds of the long chains of transparent calape, not to speak of heroes 
as big as lemons; glass shrimps, inhabiting the transparent little tubs known 
as dollolum, and sometimes a leptocephalus (thin head), a true vertebrate 
fish, of which one at first sees only the black eyes, all the rest of its body 
being absolutely as clear and invisible as a piece of glass—a really ideal 
ghost of a fish. 

l^w that fish farming has become so extensively engaged in throughout 
the State, a description of the Michigan Fish Hatchery wll prove of Tnter- 
est. Something over a year ago the springs commonly known as the ‘ ‘Camo 
Meeting Springs,” seven miles east of Niles City, nearPokagon, Cass Coun¬ 
ty, with the grounds necessary to erect the requisite buildings to operate a 
State fishery, were leased to the State, without charge, for the term of 
twenty-one years, by the Methodists, who owned the premises. Immed¬ 
iately after the lei^ was granted a substantial building, 20x 60 feet, with 
j ‘“^PPiiMcea for hatching a million or more of fish at a time, was erect¬ 
ed. The bulling IS Insured for |1,000 for three years. The flow of the 
sj^K is stated to be about 800 gallons per minute, or 600 barrels per hour. 
I bis large flow of water forms an ever running stream, pouring forth from 
the f^ of an embankment between thirty and forty feet high. If the read¬ 
er will TOnceive an irregular shaped V, with iu apex resting in the spring 
and with the aperture closed by a clear and beautiful stream, the Dowag 
lac Kiver, he will be better prepared to follow the description. 

The distance from the spring to the river is about twenty-five rods, and 
the opening of the angle twelve or fourteen rode across. The water is so 
arranged that two varitiesof fish requiring different temperatures may be in 
process of batching at the same time. In order to have depth and volume 
(rt water for the different processes a dam has been constructed across 
the raime about thirt^y feet above the spring. This affords a “head” from 
which to operate This dam is perforated by several ordinary pump logs of 
four-mch^re: some of these connected with a largo reservdirlmmeiDate- 
ly under that Just mentioned. The water from the spring direct, and from 
the larger reservoir, is conducted through logs of the kind before named to 

THE HATOHINO HOUSE. 

This building is separated into two divisions, a small room at the north 
end Iwing used as an office.

Btate. It is enectsd that these fish will attain a weight of form ten to 
fourteen pounds in three years. It is highly probable that the Btate fish 
hatchery at Pokagon may sqon be enlargra and the capacities increased. 
It has all the advantages of an Immense establishment. This hatchery is 
under the direct supervision of Gteorge H. Jerome, Btate Fish Commission¬ 
er. who devotes hts whole time to his work, Charles Michael is the overseer 
of the fishery, and all who visit the institution are welcomed and well 
treated.— Dttroit Fret Prat.
